When making up silk, especially the light summer silks, a lining,

oext to the flesh, it is soon stained and rotted by the perspiration. 


In making up an inexpensive silk, do not make it too fight. 
Every 


.woman knows that price and quality go hand in hand, and that the inex- 
pensive silk will not stand the wear that the higher priced kinds will. 
Tet notwithstanding this fact, some women will buy an inexpensive silk 
anl expect it to wear as well as one worth two or three times as much.

What U known as "the privilege of 


the floor" In congress la the right to 
fto upon the floor of the senate or 


when either body Is In session. 


Although the right to go upon the 


floor of a legislative body Is not so ex- 
elusive a privilege In some of the state 
legislatures, It is a great privilege and 
an exclusive one in congress. 
The 


doors are carefully guarded while con- 
gress is in session, and it is sometimes 
exceedingly difficult to have access to 
senators or representatives when pub- 
lic business Is being done. 


Senators and representatives have no 


regular or rigid rule on the subject. 
but it is known in Washington, that 
the statesmen feel that their constit- 
uents or others who desire to see them 
privately should endeavor to do so in 
their offices, their committee rooms or 
at their residences. 


To former members of the senate and 


house "the privilege of the floor" is 
given, but they do not often avail 
themselves of that right. This, how- 
ever, is in strong contrast to the cus- 
toms of twenty years ago and longer, 
when It was not uncommon to see for- 
mer members moving about on the 
floor of the house when it was no- 
toriously known that they were lobby- 
ing for some private claim or public 
graft. 


Speaker Reed found this condition so 


obnoxious that he issued orders that 
no ex-members should be permitted to 
pass the doorkeepers without written 
authority from the speaker. 
Subse- 


quent speakers have not found it nec- 
essary to draw the lines so rigidly, 
because the abuse has almost entirely 
ceased.

CAN MAIL ORDER HOUSES 


SELL DEPENDABLE MER- 
CHANDISE CHEAPER THAN 


THE HOME MERCHANT?

In the three preeading articles of 


series, "l'*,n Mall Order Houses 


Sell Dependable Good* Cheaper Than 
the Rome Merchant?" we have tried 
ta show you, first, that they can not 
manufacture good merchandise cheap- 
er than hoiHs merchants. 
We ha\e 


also tried to show that the expense 
of 
operating mall order houses U 


enormously out of proportion to their 
Income a* derived from their sales, 
and we have tried to show you that 
their advertising is out of proportion 
to their Mien and that they reaort to 
false advertising to sell their goods. 


Now we want to make a oompnrl- 


aon between the mall order house and 
the local merchants, because the mail 
order houses claim that the reason 
they can sell goods cheaper than the 
local merchant Is because of the enor- 
mous volume of their sales, which en- 
ables them to buy cheaper and to op- 
erate cheaper, etc. 


Taking the same mail order house 


we have been using as an example In 
the three preceding articles and com- 
paring it with local merchants, we 
find the following: This house claims 
to have sold approximately $60.000,000 
worth of merchandise in one year, 
and to do this amount of business 
they claimed that they require a cap- 
ital of $40,000,000. 


Stop and think; $40,000,000 Is two- 


thirds of sixty million, therefore their 
total sales were only $20,000,000 mo'"1 
than their capital. 


We find by computation that it 


would take six hundred merchants, 
each selling $100.000 worth of mer- 
chandise per year, to sell $60,000,000 
worth. 


By referring to the commerciH 


agencies, by talking to bankers, by 
getting information at first hand from 
the merchants themselves, we find 
that the average capital of a mer- 
chant who sells $100,000 worth of 
merchandise 
per year Is 
between 


$25,000 and $35,000. Then the total 
capital required by the six hundred 
local merchants who sell the same 
amount of merchandise as this mail 
order houc?, allowing each merchant 
the 
maximum 
amount 
of capital, 


which would be $35,000, would require 
only 
$21,000,000, or just $1,000,000 


more than one-half what the mail or- 
der house required to do the same 
amount of business. We also find 
that the average expenses of a mer- 
chant who sells $100.000 worth of 
merchandise per year does not exceed 
over $20,000. Then the six hundred 
merchants would have a total oper- 
ating or overhead expense of $12,000,- 
000, as compared with $20,000,000 re- 
quired by the mail order house for 
their overhead or operating expenses. 


Now, then the mall order house re- 


quires pra tlcally double the capital 
and has almost double the amount of 
expense to do the same amount of 
business; then does it look reasonable 
that this mall order house could be 
selling merchandise, realy first-class 
goods that they could stand back of 
and guarantee, cheaper than the local 
merchants? 


We do not think it requires any ar- 


guement to prove that the comparison 
Is entirely in favor of the local mer- 
chant. 
Then this being the case, 


knowing that the mail order house 
requires practically double the capital 
and incurring practically twice 
the 


expense, we ask you again if this mai' 
order house wns giving you value re- 
ceived—a hundred cents' worth of 
merchandise for every dollars you 
gave them—how could they, in less

A FEAST IN SAMOA 


Develops Into a Conglomerated 


Scramble For Food.

A SCENE OF WILD DISORDER. 


Th* N*tiv* Qu**t* 8t**l All th* Eat- 


•bl** Within Reach, Which They 
P**» Ov*r to Crowd* of Waiting 
R*lativ*i Gathered on th* OuUid*. 
The principal native foods of Samoa 


are banana*, breadfruit, taro, Huh nnd 
pork. Bananas prepared "Pa Samoa" 
would not appeal very strongly to an 
epicurean taste, for they are gathered 
unripe and baked under heated stones, 
as all Samoan cooking la accomplished. 
A baked green banana favors some- 
what a roasted chestnut, but not 
enough to cause any mistake between 
the two. 


The breadfruit, in my estimation, 


appeals more strongly to a white 
man's taste than any other Snmosin 
food. The large, mealy balls are link- 
ed, broken open and eaten, usually 
with one or other of the two Samo.in 
sauces palusami and 
fal-at. 
Pain- 


sum! is made from the young shoots 
of the taro plant, cocoanut 
milk 


and sea water. Pal-al Is evaporated 
cocoanut milk. 
The milk is poured 


Into a leaf, the ends and edges tied at 
the top, nnd it is then baked until the 
water evaporates, leaving a 
thick 


crenm. which is very rich nnd quite 
palatable. 
Faro is the root or bulb 


of a plant which is an exact counter- 
part of what we call "elephant enr" In 
the United States and is somewhat 
like a yam, but inclined to be stingy 
or shreddy. The inside of n bnked faro 
bulb Is very solid and of a bluish tint. 


The flsh needs no explanation. 
ForJt is the supreme delicacy, accord- 


Ing to the Samoan mind, and it is al- 
ways eaten in a half cooked state. 
Since a Samoan will sell his birthright 
for a piece of pig. one-half grown Is 
worth $30 or $40 and will always find 
a market; therefore It Is easily seen 
that pork can be afforded only on hol- 
iday occasions. The Samonn method 
of killing a pig is unique. The ani- 
mal's feet are tied together, and it Is 
laid upon Its back. Then two large, 
heavy natives place a 2 by 4 scantling 
across its neck, after which they seat 
themselves one on each end of the 
scantling. 


As the unfortunate pig is slowly 


strangled to death his heartless execu- 
tioners calmly talk politics. The rea- 
son for strangulation in putting a hog 
to death is simply this': A pig is held 
In such high esteem that It breaks the 
Samoan heart to see even the blood 
being wasted. The blood Is used In 
conjunction with the fatty parts of the 
entrails and when, baked forms some 
kind of pudding. 
I have never tast- 


ed this kind of pudding myself, but a 
Samonn will tell you that it is simply 
delicious, and I am willing to take his 
word for it. Even the cleaned entrails 
are utilized, and right here in Samoa 
we can again bring into use the Chi 
capo stockyard phrase that "only the 
squeal Is lost." 


I well remember the first and only 


Samoan feast I f ever had the pleas 
ure of attending. 1 received an invi- 
tation one day from a Samoan -whose 
friendship I had formed to attend a 
feast the following night which he 
was giving to dedicate his new home. 
There were several white men present 
and about fifty natives. We -were ar- 
ranged In two rows facing each other, 
sitting cross legged, nnd in front of 
each was a small mat on which WHS n 
profusion of food, including a lupe 
(or pigeon), a piece of pork (palusami), 
taro (breadfruit)—in fact, everything 
which goes t^ make a Samonn feast- 
all to be washed down with cocoa nut 
milk. 
I had taken two or tliroe 


tnouthfnls of the pigeon when 1 no- 
ticed that there was a ring of natives 
each with a basket waiting Impatiently 
Just outside the house. As I turned to 
the man on my right for the purpose 
of asking why these people were as 
sembled outside I sensed a movement 
In close proximity on my left. Turning 
quickly around, I was just in time to 
catch a farewell glimpse of my fine 
supper being dumped bodily Into one 
of those waiting bnskets. I saw at 
once the reason for that overflow meet- 
ing outside-. The woman who sat next 
to me had taken a favorable opportu- 
nity when my buck was turned to pick 
up my mnt nnd dispose of my meal to 
her waiting relative, who had attend- 
ed the overflow meeting with a bas- 
ket. 


Then ensued a conglomerated scram- 


ble, 
nnd the fenit wns turned Into n 


scone of wild disorder as each native 
strove to outdo his neighbor in secur- 
ing the most food to send home. The 
strategy, flank movements and tact 
thnt they exhibited under tho inspiring 
grab game so far provoked my comedy 
bump that I was more than repaid for 
the loss of my supper in watching 
their energetic struggles to obtain food 
gratis. 


I wns nftfrward Informed that the 


spectacle I hud witnessed was simply 
the nntiirnl course of a Samoan feast, 
that they always ended tho sanio way 
nnd I wns indeed fortunate to have 
^oonrod n tnsto or so of my pigoon.— 
r,os Angeles Times.

DISEASES OF CHICKS

BOWEL trouble is no doubt the most com- 


mon of chick dieases. With the early 


hatched birds chilling and exposure are often 
the cause of such trouble. Careless feeding 
and crowding in poorly ventilated brooders 
or brood coops are also common causes. One 
very satisfactory method of treating diar- 
rhea In small chicks is to give all they will 
drink three times a day of scalded sweet 
milk, to which has been added a little grated 
nutmeg. The milk may be fed with wheat 
bread tn the lorm of a mash. If chicks are 
always furnished with plenty of pulverized 
charcoal many cases of diarrhea will be 
avoided. 


Rheumatism causes the loss of a great 


many early brooder chicks. Damp soil or a 
dark, cold location for the brooder are com- 
mon causes. 
Lack of sufficient vegetable 


food will aggravate the trouble. The early 
symptom of rheumatism is contracted in 
some of the muscles of the leg, which usual- 
ly draws up the toes. Borne birds will droop 
around a day cr two and hen die, while oth- 
ers only live a few hours. Suggestions for 
treatment are unnecessary; simply remove 
the cause. 


Early spring is the best time to fight lice 


and mites. A little thorough work at this 
season of the year will save a great deal of 
labor and many losses later. Poultry bouses 
fhould be kevt thoroughly clean and sprayed 
once a week with some good liquid louse 
killer (which may be obtained from any 


^Irugglst or poultry supply house.) 
All nest 


'n Material should be removed and burned 


once each month and nest boxes thoroughly 
cleaned and sprayed both Inside and out 
This may all be done in a comparatively 
abort length of tii a and if carefully and reg- 
ularly done our losses from vermin will be 
few. 


VALUE OF GREEN MANURES 


BY JAMES D. MARSHALL, 
Colorado Agricultural College. 
1 


C IS a well established fact that the soils 
of the arid regions are as a rule deficient 


in organic matter. This deficiency may be 
overcome to a certain extent by any of the 
three common methods of adding organic 
matter to the soil, which are as follows: (a) 
By green manures and crop residues; (b) By 
accumulations in pasturing; (c) By applica- 
tions of farm manures. 


Of the methods mentioned, the first is the 


most important and least practiced. It con- 
sists mainly In the growing of a crop which 
is plowed under while It Is green and succu- 
lent as It decomposes most readily at that 
stage. Dr. Cyril a. Hopkins, of the Illinois 
station. In comparing green manures with 
farm manures, makes the following signifi- 
cant statement: 
"As an average, animals 


digest and thus destroy two-thirds of the dry 
matter in the food they eat so that one toti 
of clover hay plowed under will add as much 
humus to the soil as the manure made from 
three tons of clover hauled oft and fed, even 
If all the manure is returned to the land 
without lo&s by fermentation." 


- Leguminous crops, euch as alfalfa, clover, 


field peas and vetches, are usually recom- 
mended for green manures. They have the 
special power of obtaining their nitrogen 
from the air through the agency of bacteria 
Inhabiting the tubercules on the roots. Any 
of the above crops can be grown in the soils 
of the arid regions. 


The characteristic advantages of green 


manures to the soil are as follows: 


1. Increases its fertility by the large 


amount of organic matter which' it acquires. 


2. Increases Its water-holding capacity. 
3. Utilizes soluble plant food that would 


otherwise escape from the soil. 


4. Brings plant food from the lower soli 
t* the surface soil. 


MIXING CONCRETE ON THE FARM 


NO. I. 
ON ACCOUNT of its cheapness, uniform- 


ity, and quick development of strength, 


the only cement practically used at present 
to the kind called "Portland." There are al- 
moat as many brands of Portland cement a« 
there are of wheat flour. For farm work 
choose some brand guaranteed by the local 
dealer to meet the standard specifications of 
the American Society for Testing Materials, 
which standards are approved by the na- 
tional government- 


Cement takes water so easily that care 
must be exercised In storing it. Upon the 
regular floor of a good bunding place tim- 
bers close together, as a support for a false 
floor, upon which the cement should be piled, 


Cement is heavy; do not overload the floor 


of the building by piling It too high, ana 
do not store it against the side walls. Keep 
it covered with canvas or roofing paper. 


stone. Bank-run gravel. Just an dug from 
the pit. seldom runs even and rarely has 
the right proportion of sand and pebbles for 
making the best concrete. The mixture most 
suitable has one part sand to two parts 
gravel, measured by volume. In which all 
sizes passing through a one-Inch mesh screen 
and retained on a one-fourth-In oh screen are 
considered gravel. As there is usually too 
much sana for the gravel, it Is both advis- 
able and profitable to screen the material 
and to re-mix them in the proper proportions. 
Gravel should have no rotten stone and 
should be clean, so 'thai the cement may 
adhere to It tightly. 


With dirty sand, no amount of cement 


will make strong concrete. OeaeraUy sand 
IB clean, but if not. It can easily be washed 
by playing a-hose or flushing water upon thin 
layers of sand placed on a tight-Jointed in- 


TOOLS USED IN MIXING CONCRETE. 


Cement once wet sets up and is unfit for use. 
Hpwever, lumps due to pressure in the store 
house must not be mistaken for set-up ce- 
ment. Such lumps are easily crumbled and 
may then be used. 


Concrete Is a mixture of Portland cement 
and particles of stone. 
The stone should 


vary In size from pieces on Inch in diameter 
to sand grains. By so grading the stone 
the smaller particles fit in the spaces be- 
tween the larger pieces, thereby producing 
the most compact and the strongest mixture. 


The best stone for crushed rock is one 


which is clean, hard and breaks with sharp 
angles. 
Trap, granite and hard limestone 
are among the best; the use of shale, slate 
and soft limestones and sandstones should 
be avoided. 
The crushed rock should be 


screened on a one-fourth Inch screen to re- 
move the fine particles. These small par- 


cllned wooden board. In size of grain it 
should vary uniformly from fine to coarse. 
All particles passing a 
one-fourth-inch 
screen may be considered sand. 


Any good tasting drinking water IB suit- 
able for concrete.

USING THE DRAG 
USF of the Drag.—The best time to use 


the drag Is after each wet spell. Just as 


the surface is beginning to dry and is still 
wet enough to smear. 


The mud formed on the road after a rain 
represents the dust, in part, which has been 
made by constant tramping and wear of the 
road surface. 
When moistened this dust 


forms a paste similar to cement. By the 
uae of the drag just as the surface begins 
to dry, this "dust paste" is crudely troweled 
or smeared over the surface. The action of 
the wind, sunshine and travel has a tend- 
ency to dry, harden, and beat down this 
Mud covering until it becomes a sort of roof 
which turns the water very readily. Travel 
then begins to work up more dust this is 
again formed Into a "dust paste" by the next 
rain. Another dragging spreads another coat 
over the first and the surface becomes hard- 
er, smoother, and more nearly waterproof 
than before. 


Every time the mud is spread over the 


surface and is beaten down and dried the 
road Is Improved. One dragging at a time 
is usually sufficient. 


The ordinary reversible blade grader must 


be used to give the road bed its proper shape; 
after this Itris best maintained by using the 
drag after each wet period. 


A good two-horse drag may be made as 


follows: Use either a split log or a 2xl2-lnch 
py 16-foot oak, plank sawed In two. 
If 


made of a log, secure one from ten to twelve 
inches In diameter and about eight feet 
long; split or saw this lino as nearly equal 
halves as possible. These halves are set on 
edge with the flat side to the front thirty 
Inches apart and are fastened together with 
three strong ping wedged in. The plank drag 
Is similarly constructed. 
The front piece 


should stand about a -foot farther to the 
right than the back one, so when the drag 
Is pulled at an angle of 45 degrees It does 
not Interfere with the back piece following 
In Its track. The right one-half of the front 
piece should be shod with a piece of steel, to 
give It a cutting edge and prevent It from 
wearing. The drag is hitched so as to pull 
at an angle of about 45 degrees, which causes 
It to move a small amount of dirt from the 
Hide of the road to the center, thus keeping 
the crown well rounded.—By Professor H. M. 
Baines, Clorado Agricultural College.

Caterpillars sometimes gather in masses 


on the trunk of a tree, or on a la'-Te branch 
wltl.ln reach. At such times large numbers 
can be killed by being crushed with a piece 
of wood, or scraped off to the ground, and 
then killed. 


When full grown, these caterpillars spin 


cocoons, whitish or yellowish In color, from 
which emerge brownish moths that lay their 
egga in a ring around the small twigs of 
fruit and shade trees. These eggs go tl.rough 
| the winter, and frequently in 
pruning a 


farmer or orchardist will observe them, and 
can prune oft the twig holding the eggs, and 
destroy the same.

ALFALFA FOR THE HOG 


A N ALFAL.FA plot should not be used 
**• for hog grazing purposes until its 
second year and should then be allowed to 
make a growth of about five or six Inches be- 
fore the hogs are turned on. An alfalfa plot 
should also not be overstocked, though it will 
furnish feed for more hogs on the average 
than blue grass If allowed to make a good 
start In the spring; as just suggested. An 
alfalfa plot to be used for hog pasturing pur- 
poses should also preferably be located on a 
fairly level field or one having only a slight 
incline and one which has a firm, rich soil. 


An acre of alfalfa of good stand will pro- 


vide forage for from twelve to sixteen shoats. 
averaging 100 pounds live weight, or for eight 
to twelve shoats, averaging 160 pounds live 
weight or for two brood sows with their 
spring litters from the 16th of May to the 
1st of August, or even until the corn Is ready 
to be hogged off, If rains are sufficient and 
opportune throughout the summer. 
If the 


alfalfa plot were desired for a second yenr's 
hog grazing, it would be advisable to keep 
the hogs off the plot after the middle of 
August If the season were a dry one. An 
acre of alfalfa grazed off by hogs that are 
receiving about one-third of a full ration of 
corn will return a net profit of from $30 to 
$35, the corn priced at 60 cents per bushel 
and pork at 6 cents per pound \l\p weight. 
The amount of pork produced bv the alfalfa 
thus grazed with a one-third full ration of 
corn will range between 600 and 600 pounds 
per acre 
Alfalfa Is rich In protein and cal- 


cium and therefore furnishes the n*>cp«tsarj"

FEEDING THE DAIRY COW 


r|"»HBJ selection of feeds is cf prime Import- 
*• 
ance in the profitable management of 


a herd of dairy cows and next to the selection 
of cows of the proper type and breeding is 
the factor of greatest importance in profit- 
able dairying. By weighing and testing the 
milk the production of each animal may be 
determined, and by comparing the cost of 
the feed eaten by the cows with the value 
of their production the net profit yielded by 
each cow is obtained. The use of such feeds 
as will give the maximum yield from each 
particular cow is necessary, if the greatest 
profits are to be secured regularly. 


The proper proportions of protein, carbo- 
hvdrates and fat in the ration have been 
studied by many Investigators with varying 
results. All feeds grown on the farm, ex- 
cept cloveis and other legumes, are low in 
protein and such farm grown feeds must bo 
supplemented by the purchase of feeds rich 
in protein. An extensive Investigation with 
the university dairy herd has shown that 
nutritive ratios 1.6 or 1:7 can be used suc- 
cessfully. 


A rule for feeding: cows generally prac- 


ticed at the experiment station is to feed ns 
many pounds of grain per day to each cow as 
she produces pounds of butter fat per week, 
or one-fourth to one-third as much grain as 


she gives pounds of milk dally. 
No two 


cows can be fed exactly alike; each must 
receive Individual attention according to her 
requirements. A general grain mixture may 
be used, however, which will meet the needs 
of most of the cows in the herd. The amount 
of this mixture to be given may then be 
varied according to the production of the cow. 


High producers need more protein than 


cows producing only small amounts of milk 
and butter fat. The amount of feed used by 
cows depends also upon their body weight 
larger cows requiring more feed for main- 
tenance. The amounts of dry matter, digest- 
ible matter and digestible protein to be fur- 
nished must be varied according to tables 
given tn this bulletin. 


The composition of common feeding stuffs 


should receive close study by dairy farmers. 
They should plan to grow a sufficient supply 
of roughage and some of the grains needed 
to feed the herd. The purchased feeds which 
are needed to supplement these feeds should 
be selected after a careful study of their 
chemical composition and digestible com- 
ponents as well as their cost as presented in 
tables In this bulletin. 
Examples showing 


how to use the tables for preparing rations 
for dairy cows are also given In the bulletin.

The beetle can be to a 
certain extent driven awny by alr-slakod llmo 
alone, dusting it liberally on and about the 
plants In each hill. In the true squash bug 
we would recommend hnnd picking of bugs 
In the early morning, also hand picking of 
the largo yellow eggs. Destroy all vines after 
harvesting crop. 
PlnntB can be kept cov- 


ered with li^ht frames of cheese cloth while 
small. 


HARROWING ALFALFA 


BY JOHN M. JAMESON. Roxabell, Ohio. 


ON JULY IB, »0», there was sown on this 


farm flv* and one-half acre* of alfalfa 


after a crop of peas had been taken off the 
land for the canning factory. This sowing 
would have been made earlier except <or 
the fact that the land was too wet to work. 
When the last of the pea* were cut and taken 
off the land waa so wet that the wagons 
when loaded cut in M deep a* the land had 
been plowed. 


When this land dried it .was aeceeT&ry 


to do a great lot of work on it to get It in 
order. There were two cuttings of the peas. 
The land first out over got very filthy be- 
fore we oame to work it for the alfalfa sew- 
ing. 
* 


Never In my remembrance has crab grass 


failed to grow on this laud when cropped 
if opportunity offered, and for this reason it 
was feared to try to grow alfalfa on it. The 
land was put in the best possible condition 
for sowing, and the seed was sown at the 
rate of fifteen pounds an acre, with a Ca- 
hoon sower, the first sowing at the rate of 
ten pounds an acre; then a cross sowing 
with the remainder. 
The results were not 


by any means satisfactory, as ihe alfalfa 
came up striped and spotted. 
These spots 


Were Improved fay later hand sowing and the 
use of commercial fertilizer to force the 
growth. 
With the alfalfa there came on 


some crab grass, hogweed and lambs quar- 
ter. 


As the field borders on the highway we 


felt that we must cut the crop and remove 
it. On Oct. 4 the alfalfa was In bloom, and 
showed new sprouts at the crowns, so it was 
cut, yielding 8,300 pounds from the five and 
one-half acres. It was safe to say four tons 
of hay sufficiently cured not to beat In the 
mow, although pretty heavy, as we loaded 
4,600 pounds on one wagon. 
The, drainage was begun on this land 
twenty-nine years ago, w»d while completed 
as far as necessary for the staple crops of 
wheat, clover and corn to succeed. It was 
feared that more would be needed for the 
success of the alfalfa, so 100 rods of tile 
were bought during the fall of 1909 and 
piled where they could be easily got in case 
the alfalfa showed that they were needed. 
Early In the following spring some of the 
alfalfa began to show that the frost was 
lifting It, so the men were put to work and 
ninety-seven rods were put down and the 
drains filled with shovels, because the plow 
could not be used, as. it would injure the 
alfalfa. 


The next fear for the crop was that 
grasses would come in and injure the alfalfa 
by choking and smothering It. It was feared 
to try to cultivate to destroy these with a 
disk or cutaway harrow, as is done In Kan- 
sas, where they have plenty of alfalfa and 


do not miss & little that may be destreye* 
or Injured by the machines. 
In Ohio w* 


must If possible save the crop from weeds 
and injury by cultivation. The root*, after 
one year old, are very tough and so strongs 
that we thought a spring tooth harrow would 
not Injure them. 


We felt that the teeth of theae harrow* 


ae they leave the factory usually, were too 
broad to take hold of the land that had no* 
been plowed for a year. By way of expert-** 
ment an old harrow was bought at a tiH. • 
was taken to a blacksmith shop and re* 
paired; also the teeth were trimmed down, 
making the points rounded and about thr 
quarters of an inch at the point, sloping ur 
the body or shank of the tooth about thr 
Inches, thereby trimming off the broad par 
of the tooth as it comes from the factory] 
As the alfalfa was still young and not thor-j 
oughly rooted we did not cultivate befor 
cutting the first crop. 


But as soon as possible after the cuttlr _ 


—even before all the hay was hauled—th«i 
harrow was put to work. When the alfalfa, 
Is cut the mower Is driven around the whoW 
field. The first load waa taken out tn ther 
evening, being loaded aiound the field. A. 
1 


rain that night stopped hay-making, but the 
load out left a clean strip about the field, 
where the harrow could be tried. My man 
said It would do no good. I told him tb<e. 
harrow had been bought and prepared foi^ 
that purpose and the trial would be made. 
We were much surprised at the results. A» 
the harrow took hold of the ground, the 
teeth passing over the alfalfa roots without 
injuring them and destroying the crab grasa 
and foxtail that had started; occasionally a 
stem would- be broken from the crown, that 
could not be missed at harvest time. After 
the second cutting the field was gone ovejr 
twice with the harrow. After the third cut-" 
ting it was harrowed again, also a hoe drill 
was run over the field and 200 pounds per 
acre of bone meal was sown. 
After the 


fourth cutting it was harrowed again. Th« 
four cuttings gave twenty-seven tons of hay.1 
that come out of the mow this spring In fin* 
shape. 


Now, May 15. 1911, this alfalfa field Is as> 


beautiful as possible, and, although there 
has been no rain for a fortnight or more, 
has made a splendid growth, now showing a* 
solid mass over the entire field and giving 
the strong hope that the Brat cutting will 
make two tons to the acre of hay that will 
come out of the mow in fine shape. 


As soon as the crop Is off the harrow— 


a new one, with a few more teeth set close 
together—will be started to loosen up the 
soil and destroy the grasses and weeds that 
may start. The loosening of the soil will, 
we believe, pay the cost of the work in benefit 
to the alfalfa.

over. They come originally from weeds, and 
the eggs are laid at the base of certain weed 
stalks In the fall, and hatch the following 
spring. A garden adjoining a weedy, neg- 
lected lot is apt to be troubled. 


Sticky tanglefoot of medium thickness, 


which can be bought early in large quantities, 
applied over a space of three inches wide on 
the outside of the baseboard of a fence, or a 
board barrier placed for the purpose, we have 
found to be an effective preventive, since the 
worms cannot cross the sticky band. This 
should be done early in June, and might call 
for more than one application, in order to 
keep the barrier sticky.

an eye to their economic merits, they are 
admirable and profitable layers. 
For prac- 


tical purposes more attention should be be- 
stowed on vigor and stamina and less on the 
size and shape of the crest. But fanciers 
for many years have bred primarily for 
crests, and have given scant consideration to 
the practical qualities of the breed.

HEY can be killed on golden glow, sweet 


peas, rose, buckthorn, plums or any 


plant by applications of soap solution. This 
is perfectly safe to use, and leaves no bad 
odor, and a few applications apparently are 
sufficient to rid a plant of its unpleasant 
parasite. 


Dissolve a 5-cent cake of Ivory soap in 


five or six gallons of hot water, and apply 
forcibly with a spray pump when luke warm. 
The Insects must be hit with force. Occa- 
sionally bending over the twigs and im- 
mersing the affected leaves, shaking them 
back and forth I. the liquid, is more effective 
than spraying. Directing a stream of water 
from a garden hose against plant lice col- 
onies is of some help, if the water strikes 
them with force. Spraying with "nlcofume" 
liquid is also effective. 


BEWARE OF THE BAD BULL 
I N SPITE of the fact that scores of deaths 


are recorded every year by vicious bulls, 


many handlers of these animals continue to 
lead them by a rope, although it is to Invite 
an attack sooner or later. 


Bulls kept In close confinement are nearly 


always possessed of bad tempers and even 
those allowed more liberty may prove per- 
fectly docile for years and then at a mo- 
ment's warning develop a crazy streak and 
attack the man who is caring for them. 


The only safe way to handle a bull Is by 


means of a stick and a nose ring. Both the 
stick md the ring should be of the strongest 
material and the animal should never be tak- 
en out of his enclosure without them.

The year 18GO marked the ncuie ot 


plantation life in the south, a life 
which only persona now quite old h.ne 
lived. There were two sides to sl.-n ory 
•-the one as represented by the kind 
vaster, the other by the man wtio 
Considered his slnve as a mere piece of 
property 
Naturally the families of 


the more refined class of planters form- 
ed a society of their own, and it was 
among these especially that instances 
of fidelity and attachment occurred. 
Born to be ruled and taken care of by 
their masters as a child is brought 
up by its parents, many of these ne- 
groes, after the war had set them free, 
clung to their former owners and the 
old plantation homes. It \vas there that 
the negro worked by day in the cotton 
field and in the evening sang those 
melodies, a product of the period, ex- 
pressing a condition that died with 
the advent of emancipation 
The rela- 


tions between master and slave have 
passed away with the system, and the 
following incident, told me n few years 
after the close of the war which abol- 
ished that system, could not possibly 
occur today: 


After the surrender at Appomattox 


I had occasion to travel through a por- 
tion of the south. In Tennessee I found 
a plantation to which a large number 
of the negroes who had lived on it ns 
slaves adhered as freed men

master, quite an old man now, paid 
them wages, which they had not as 
yet learned to handle for themselves. 
Interested to know how they liked the 
change. I approached a darky about 
thirty years old, who was sawing 
Wood, and I questioned him.

Such is sure to be the case 
ft'hore a majority is anxious to push a 
bill through ami a minority desires to 
delay action Long experience has dem- 
onstrated thnt the way to success in 
the •«!!>• of passing legislation in the 
senate is to get a majority for a prop- 
osition and then sit tight on the job 
and let the opposition do the talking. 
That is the way to tire out the men 
who would defeat a bill by debate. 


The Republicans -\\ho are going to 


vote for reciprocity do not care to talk 
much in its favor, and the Democrats 
want to get it through as soon as pos- 
sible. Consequently the speeches are 
almost all agninst the measure. 


Measure* Held Up. 


Several measures put forward as the 


Democratic program in the house are 
held up in the senate, and no one can 
tell when they can pass. The bill for 
Arizona and New Mexico, the cam- 
paign publicity bill, the reapportion- 
mcut bill and several of less Impor- 
tance are now behind the tariff block- 
ade in the senate. As there will be 
considerable debate on each of these 
measures no one can tell when they 
will get to a vote. 


It is the determination of those be- 


hind the Canadian reciprocity bill to 
keep- it ahenrt of all other matters and 
to force a \ ote upon it before any oth- 
er iniviM'iv ix 
< onsidered. 
The Dem- 


ocrats, of the house do not Intend to 
consent to au adjournment until there 
is a vote in the senate on these bills. 


Not All One Way. 


Everybody has the impression that 


there is a groat immigration from the 
United States to Canada. 
This is 


true, and it will be greater in the fu- 
ture than in the past;. But people are 
not all going one way. Senator Town- 
send brought that out in the senate 
while talking on the reciprocity bill 
Replying to a question from Senator 
Borah, he said that last year 124,000 
people went from the United States to 
Canada and 94,000 left Canada to 
come to the United States. The Cana- 
dians that come to the United States 
are from the eastern provinces. 


Favors an Inheritance Tax. 


Senator Dlxon of Montana has been 


a near insurgent, but he may now be 
classed as a real insurgent since he 
has fought many of the regulars and 
threatened the Xew England and oth- 
er senators with a destruction of their 
high protection. 


"I am not in any sense socialistic," 


ho remarked recently, "but 1 do think 
that a well drawn Inheritance tax is 
what this country should have 
The 


time is coming when we will raise 
very little revenue from customs du- 
ties and the money for the government 
will come from internal taxes, income 
taxes and inheritance taxes. 


"I -would put a good stiff tax on large 


inheritances and where they mount 
Into the tens of millions one-half 
should bo taken as a precaution against 
swollen fortunes and the menace they 
are to the country."
